A  T  two  Phyficians  be  appointed,  who  will 
promife  generoufly  to  attend  Gratis^  by  Monthly 
Rotation,  twice  a  week,  ( Mondays  and  T^kurfdaysJ 
or  oftener  if  their  other  Bufinefs  will  permit. 


IL  T  HAT  every  Surgeon  in  Town,  who  will 
promife  generoufly  to  attend  Gratis  by  Monthly 
Rotation,  every  Day  or  as  often  as  his  Bufinefs  will 
permit,  either  by  himfelf.  Pupils,  or  Apprentices  of 
two  Years  ftanding,  to  drefs  the  Patients,  fliall  be 
appointed  Surgeons  to  the  Lincoln  Hofpital :  But 
that  no  Operations  fliall  be  performed  by  any  but 
one  of  the  Surgeons. 

III.  Th  AT  both  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  be  per¬ 
mitted  the  Liberty  (ufual  in  moft  Hofpitals)  of  taking 
Pupils  to  be  inftrufted  in  Phyfic,  and  of  receiving 
from  them  a  fatisfadfory  Gratuity. 


IV.  Th  AT  the  Appointment  of  the  particular 
Diet  of  all.  the  Patients,  be  exprefsly  ordered  by 
the  Stated  Phyficians,  and  that  no  internal  Medicines 
fliall  be  adminiilered  by  the  Surgeons,  or  be  difpenled

VII.  That  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  in  waiting, 
do  attend  every  Alonday  at  Eleven  of  the  Clock  to 
examine  thofe  who  fliall  be  recommended  for  Patients 
to  certify  their  Opinions  of  the  feveral  Cafes  to  the 
Board,  and  to  receive  under  their  Care  fuch  as 
lliall  be  admitted. 

VIII.  That  the  Phylician  and  Surgeon  in  waiting, 
do  meet  at  the  Hofpital,  every  Thurfday  at  Eleven  of 
the  Clock,  to  vilit  their  In-patients,  and  to  confult  upon 
difficult  Cafes,  to  Note  down  the  Patients  proper  to  be 
drfeharged  on  the  Monday  following,  and  to  preferibe 
for  their  Out-patients  then  on  the  Book. 

IX.  T  hat  no  Amputation  or  other  great  Operation 
except  an  urgent  Occafion  require  it,  be  performed, 
without  a  previous  Confuitation  of  one  Phylician  and 
two  Surgeons ;  and  no  One  fhall  be  admitted  to  fee 
the  Pradlice  of  the  Houfe  without  their  Confent.
